Six Groves ‘Figure in Deals 
During Month as Demand 
Seen For Crop 





As December, 1928, passes into 
history tonight, it will take with it 
a near record in sales of orange 
and lemon properties, the last sale 
being 10 acres, owned by R. F. 
Lemon, to John Bridenbaugh* 

The grove is located on Nine- 
teenth street and San Antonio ave- 
nue. It consists principally of 
lemons. Mr. Bridenbaugh is one 
of the veteran citrus men in the 
West End, owning several other 
groves in and near Upland. 

Mr. Lemon’s property was con- 
sidered one of the best groves and 
the transaction indicates an in- 
creased demand for Upland citrus 
acreages. 

Five other groves have figured 
in deals since the first of the 
month. Another grove is reported 
to have figured in a deal, but de- 
tails of the transaction were not 
obtainable. 

The Lemon to Bridenbaugh deal 
was handled through the Upland 
Realty company. Mr. Lemon is 
vice-president of the First National 
bank.

She was born in Oakland, 
California, in 1899. Miss Stone 
was graduated from Chaffey Un- 
ion high school and took two years 
of college work at Pomona col- 
lege, Claremont, and two years at 
Park college, Parkville, Mo. Her 
father, a graduate of Park college, 
received his degree of Doctor of 
Divinity at the same session at

B. A. degree. Miss Stone gave one 
year to graduate study, spending 
one-half of the year at the Uni- 
versity of California, Southern 
Branch, at Los Angeles, and the 
other half of the year at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California at 
Los Angeles.

It could haul four 
small cars up a grade of 26 feet to 
the mile—a surprising performance 
in its day! 

The Southern Pacific’s new 
giants of the rails are 120 feet 
long, 16 feet four inches high and 
each weighs, when loaded, 906,900 
pounds. They have individual trac- 
tive power of 112,760 pounds. 

Ten of the new locomotives, tech- 











power equipment on the 139-mile 
run over the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains between Roseville, California, 
and Sparks, Nevada. 

To appreciate fully the size and 
power of the iron steeds just har 
nessed by Southern Pacific, it must 
be known that “articulated type” 
means two separate engines hinged 
together. So it is a case of two 
locomotives in one, but operated as 
a unit. 

The new engines, unlike most 
locomotives, have the cab in front. 
This arrangement has not been 
utilized by any other railroad but 
has been previously employed on a 
number of Southern Pacific Mallet 
compounds.
